The  Marigold  flower,  or  °death  flower’1  is  in  itself  a 
bad  omen;  and  more  so,  if  it  is  carried  as  an  ornament  on  the 
dress  or  on  the  hair*  To  the  superstitious  person,  there 
exists  the  belief  that  it  will  bring  misfortune  because  it  is 
called  rtdeath  flower”  and  not  ’’life  flower”. 

If  a  ”flor  de  muerto”  (Marigold  flower)  is  taken  into  the 
house  or  worn  by  a  person,  a  misfortune  will  be  cast  upon  that

When  the  children  get  together -to  play  the  above  song, 
they  all  line  up  on  one  sj^de,  with  theb  exception  of  one. 

The  song  is  started  by  the  one  who  is  facing  the  line  of  children, 
and  as  she  sings  the  first  two  lines,  she  approaches  the  line, 
and  comes  bash  to  her  post*  Then  the  line  of  children  sing  the 
second  stanza  while  approaching  the  girl.  The  game  continues 
like  this  until  the  first  girl  has  adopted  the  "daughter”. 

Then  there  are  two  on  one  side,  and  some  six  or  seven  on  the 
other  side  (or  as  many  as  there  are  playing).  While 
singing  the  last  verse,  they  all  join  hands  in  a  circle, 
turning  around,  while  the  adopted  "daughter"  stay  in  the 
center  of  the  ring. 

In  the  above  song  the  name  of  Margarita  has  been  used, 
but  it  varies  according  to  the  name  of  the  girl  who  is  adopted. 
Likewise  with  the  "work"  to  be  given  the  adopted  daughter. 

As  long  as  the  work  is  not  agreeable,  the  first  girl  continues 
calling  out  the  names  of  different  works,  until  one  is  given 
which  is  suitable. 

The  song  continues  until  all  the  "daughters"  of  the 

original  line  of  children  are  adopted,  with  the  exception  of  one. 
Then  it  is  reversed.
